Ho wev er, while waitin g fo r a

campu s is approx imately fiv e 
times as large as th e temporary 
facilities in wh ich th e college 
is cu rrently qu artered. 


Th e president’s 
report su g­ 
gested th at th e board stu dy th e 
possible need for tax rate in­ 
crease in both th e edu cational 
fu nd and th e bu ilding fu nd. Th e 
cu rrent edu cational fu nd rate is 
12 cents per $100 of assessed
